RELEVANCE OF EACH DOCUMENT 

In a counterpart Japanese application, a Japanese Office Action issued on September 
13, 2004, According to an English translation of the Japanese Office Action obtained by 
Applicants' representative, the Japanese Patent Office made certain characterizations of the 
references. 

According to an English translation of the Japanese Office Action, document Bl 
teaches a catalyst comprising a monolithic substrate; a first coating layer of mordenite 
powder, formed on top of the monolithic substrate, which is equivalent to a HC absorbing 
layer; and a second coating layer equivalent to H2 producing and NOx purifying catalytic 
layer. 

Docimient B2 teaches a catalyst comprising a coating layer of zeolite powder 
equivalent to a HC absorbing layer on a monolithic substrate and a layer of Pd carrying 
A1203 Ce02 powder equivalent to H2 producing and NOx purifying catalytic layer. 
Document B2 further teaches use of Rh carrying Zr02 and Pd carrying A1203 ([Chart 3] - 
[Chart 5] etc.), according to the Japanese Office Action. 

As noted, the characterizations of the Japanese Patent Office noted above are based on 
an English translation obtained by Applicant's representative. The disclosure of these 
characterizations should not be construed as an admission of or agreement with the opinions 
expressed in the Japanese Office Action. 

English translations of the foreign-language documents are not readily available. 
However, English language abstracts are provided herewith. Consequently, the foreign 
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language documents have been submitted in compliance with the PTO requirements and, 
therefore, the document should be considered by the Examiner (37 CFR §1.97, §1.98 and 
MPEP §609).
